Fifty years ago James Couzens, a young 
Detroit businessman, had a hard time per- 
Suading his sister, Rosetta, to invest $200 in 
a new kind of concern called an automobile 
company that was being organized by a man 
named Henry Ford. 

Rosetta was skeptical. She didn’t think 
Ford’s gasoline carriage would amount to 


much. Finally, with great reluctance she 


agreed to let her brother risk $100 of her 
money, and not a penny more, in the wild 
scheme. 

‘In the years that, followed, Rosetta Cou- 
zens Hauss must have scolded herself for 
being so cautious. 

From its start in 1903, Ford Motor Com- 
pany became the most astonishingly success- 
ful industrial enterprise the world has seen.

AN EXTEMPERANEOUS

Friends, members of the 
Bar Association, and guests: 
It would take me a long time 
to say what I think and would 
like to say and there is a 
great deal in my heart I think 
about the Bar of Letcher 
County and its people. I will 
say one thing that is out of my 
heart; it is one of the best bars 
in the State of Kentucky. It 
has often been mentioned to 
me the way the attorneys get 
along at our bar. There is no 


factions and fighting or rip-| 


ping each other to pieces. it 
is the friendliest bar I know. 
In all other bars I have been 
in there has been some little 
feeling that makes things un- 
pleasant. You don’t have that 
feeling here. 


A man has to measure up in 
my judgment and try cases not 
according to who may be or 
your side, but he has to do his 
utmost to try them right and 
that causes an honest judge to 
have to decide against his very 
best friend and sometimes 
against a man who has voted 
with you in an election. I de- 
cided a case over in Mr. 
Runyon’s county and there 
was a man who had been my 
friend for several years. I 
felt I had to decide against him 
because he was wrong. The 
Court of Appeals upheld me 
and said he was wrong, but he 
never forgave me. I tried a 
case down here in my town, 
and I never have been bad to 
shun a case when I had no 
feeling in it, I decided aycase 
between two of my neighbors 
and both of them got mad at 
me and one of those litigants 
doesn’t speak to me but the

year in my old home and like 
my associations with the bar 
and the courts of this county, 
these two weeks will be our 
last time in the old home. We 
are giving it up. I have spent 
the best years of my life try- 
ing to make you a good officer. 
You had the best I had in me, 
whether it be good or bad, it 
was the best I knew. While I 
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feel that I haven’t a° great 


many more years anywhere, I 
am not bothered about that. 
I have lived a long life. My 
wife said the other day, “we 
are getting old.” We are not 
old but we are getting old. My 
life is pretty well lived. I 
realize that. I have a feeling 
of sadness when I go away 
from you good people of Let- 
cher County to make my home 
elsewhere.

I have tried to be a 
friendly judge. 
Combs said, sometimes when 
judges don’t feel well, and they 
have periods of illness, whea 
a judge gets to feeling bad he 
is apt to get ill and nothing 
has hurt me worse than to find 
myself getting ill and snappy. 

When I have done that I 
have always, in my heart re- 
pented, and a few times when 
my conduct was unbearable I 
have felt it necessary to 
apologize and I have done that 
and felt good in doing it. They 
tell a story of General Wash- 
ington who, in a fit of rage, 
knocked down one of his gen- 
erals with his fist and the 
next day, in the presence of 
the army, he apologized and 
did it publicly. I have never 
liked insulting a man in pub- 
lic and apoligizing in private. 
I lost my temper with Judge 
Childers who was our Com- 
monwealth Attorney, and a 
good one. He belonged to one 
party and me the other—this 
Court has never played poli- 
tics. I snapped him off and 
the next day when I had cool- 
ed off — I had repented all 
night—I apologized publically 
and told him I was sorry. The 
Judge said, “You don’t need 
to apologize to me. I was 
Judge for six years and never 
was in a good humor the whole 
time.” 

A Judge has lots of trials 
and hardships and either he 
goes out of his district or there 
comes a last time—and there 
will come a time when a law- 
yer will go into court for the 
last time, and the officers will 
meet him for the last time, 
and it is apparent to me now 
that that time has almost 
arrived for me with the Let- 
cher County Bar, at least my 
last time with you as your 
Judge. I will soon be done 
here. 

It is true I am going to be 
out of court a few days the 
last of this term. but I am 
happy to know the Court will 
be in good hands. I have been 
told my old friend, Astor Hogg, 
will be the special Judge and 
I am sure he will go on with 
the work as well asI can. He

I want to work as long as I 
live and want to be of use to 
my fellowman.

place where you can serve 
humanity and regardless of 
whether the returns are what 
they should be, a man still has 
a chance to do something for 
his fellowman. As I say, I 
hope to have a few years, when 
my term goes out, to practice 
law. 

I am leaving one of the fair- 
est bars in the state when I 
leave here. There comes a 
time when you can get an 
opponent at an disadvantage. 
I have never seen a member 
of this bar take an advantage 
of that kind. Our old frien, 
Doug Day, that used to be 
with us, I always thought he 
was one of the fairest lawyers 
I ever saw. He got in a suit 
about his home and through 
some oversight failed to pre- 
pare his papers and he would 
have lost his home. I couldn’t 
help but remember the fair- 
ness he had shown to other 
lawyers, and I gave him a 
chance to get his papers in 
shape.
